When you are learning new words, it is better to learn their partner 
words as well. We are going to practice these today, because to increase your reading skill, you really need to become more 
aware of the collocations you are finding in your reading. 

Activity 1 Phrasal Verbs. Phrasal Verbs are the most common collocations and there are many, many, many 
phrasal verbs in the English language. Phrasal verbs are verbs that use more than one word — usually a verb and its partner 
preposition (fuHP). For this activity, match these verbs with their partner prepositions and their meanings. Write the 
phrasal verb on the lines next to the definition.
